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Fire alarm marks opening 


of Lacombe extension 


The fire alarm was soun- 
ded in the new Albert La- 
combe school addition last 
Wednesday evening and the 
large crowd assembled in 
the gymnasium greeted the 
shrill ringing with cheers 
and applause! The Hon, Lou 
Hyndman, minister ofedu- 
cation, sounded the alarm to 
declare the school extension 
officially open, 

Earlier, Mr, Hyndman 
told the audience of parents 
and invited guests: ‘I have 
met with trustees of both St. 
Albert schoo! districts, and 
I think I can say the educa- 
tion of your children {s in 
good hands,’’ 

Mr. Hyndman said espe- 
clally for elementary stu- 
dents there is a certain 
**Magic’’ inschool, “‘Every- 
thing is new and exciting. 
The first six years inschool 
are crucial years, this is 
when values are set,’’ 

Vince Maloney, superin- 
tendent of schools, St, Albert 
public school district, noted 
the new addition was the 
result of several years plan- 
ning. ‘‘Many people were 
consulted before this school 
was built and many schools 
were visited by trustees and 
teaching staff.’ 

Mr. Maloney added that 
20 years from now, open 
area schools may be ‘dead 
ducks.’ ‘‘But you have to 
take chances,’’ he said, not- 
Ing that the larger school 
districts are building noth- 
ing but this type of school, 
Mr, Maloney said the La- 
combe addition is not acom- 


pletely open plan; it was 
designed to allow regular 
classroom instruction, 

He commented the reason 
the district went ahead with 
this kind of design was be- 
cause it ‘‘looked like the 
best kind of plan to do the 
job of education we wanted 
done =-« not to please the 
architects or trustees.’’ 

Mr, Maloney said in a 
happy situation children 
achieve way beyond expec- 
tations, ‘“‘We want to get the 
child to enjoy school, we 
hope that this will happen 
here,”’ 

One of the things the 
School's teaching staff hopes 
to accomplish {s to get the 
children to learn how to use 
the library. “It is vitally 
{important that they learn 
to learn == not memorize 
facts,’’ the superintendent 
concluded, 

Chairman of the board of 
trustees, Dave Fraser, 
noted the 22,807 sq, ft. addi- 
tion has more than doubled 
the size of the school. He 
said the school was built 
for $14.88 per sq, ft., which 
is under the allowable grant, 
Mr, Fraser added architect 
George Chernenko — took 
every advantage he could to 
bring the cost in under the 
grant, 

‘In St. Albert we get a 
lot more out of the founda- 
tion program than we put 
in; I guess we should thank 
the rest of the taxpayers In 
the province,’’ Mr, Fraser 
said, 

Principal of the school, 


Real Binette, said he and 
his staff are very grateful 
for the parent volunteers 
who put in many hours in 
the school library and doing 
clerical work. ‘‘A group of 
ladies put on a bake sale 
and tea which resulted in 
$196 being presented to the 
school,’’ he added. 

Mr. Binette said the dis- 
tance between theory and 
practice is a giant step for 
man, ‘We don’t feel wehave 
lost anything by having an 
open-area school,’’ he sald, 
He noted there is a great 
deal of departmentalization 
at Albert Lacombe, ‘May= 
be we should revise this, 
we are not sure. We need 
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time to discuss this.’’ The 
principal added ‘‘at La- 
combe we emphasize learn- 
ing - not teaching.’’

advises all hosts to check 
cushions and upholstered 
furniture very carefully be- 
fore retiring for the night 
after having entertained 
friends in the home, Ashe 
trays should be emptied into 
a metal container with a 


lid -- never dumped into 
the kitchen garbage can, 

Candles have a special 
place in the home this sea- 
son, but left unattended, too 
close to curtains and in the 
reach of children, they can 
cause a serious fire, Make 
Sure you have proper hold- 
ers for all candles, 

“No fire starts by itself’ 
says Mr. Tetarenko, ‘‘the 
major cause of fire is hu- 
man error,"’ 

Christmas morning dis- 
card all wrapping papers 
immediately, do not leave 
them sitting in a corner of 
the basement, ‘And parents 
should make certain their 
children are being looked 
after by a capable babysitt- 
er when they go on thelr 
busy rounds of holiday visit- 
ing; never leave small chil- 
dren alone in the home,"’

Sturgeon School Division 
is studying the feasibility 
of.establishing acentralized 
high school to serve the 
needs of all high school 
students in the division, 

In August of this year the 
board instructed the super- 
intendent to prepare a sur- 
vey of the feasibility of esta- 
blishing such a high school 
with particular emphasis on 
programs that might be 
available, anticipated costs, 
educational advantages and 
criteria for selecting asuit- 
able location, 

The survey, recently pre- 
sented to the board, shows 
that Sturgeon Division will 
have, on the basis of pre- 
sent enrolments, a high 
school population of 725 stu- 
dents by the 1974-75 school 
year, and with allowances 
made for growth throughout 
the area a high school popu- 
lation of over 800 is antici- 
pated by that same year. 

The report shows that a 
high school population of 
this number would enable

plicated, on a young pup than 
on an older dog? Are you

fence at least five feet high

Every Christmas this happ-

If your children are given 
a puppy, make sure that 
they understand that you ex- 
pect them to play carefully 
with the little creature on 
the floor; not carry {t about 


the house or street, Unless 
you instruct them, they wili 
think of the pup as a toy to 
be mauled or dragged around 
by one foot instead of a liv- 
ing animal to be cherished 
and trained, Mrs. Elkins 
suggests. 

“That dog is always so 
irritable,’’ complains moth- 
er, If only parents would 
understand that puppies (ike 
children) don’t appreciate 
being constantly squeezed 
or tormented, The happy, 
loveable pup soon grows ur 
to be an irritable dog under 
these conditions! 

Asked for some pointers 
to help new puppy owners 
enjoy their pets more fully, 
Mrs. Elkins said: ‘Make 
Sure the puppy is healthy, 
a check-up with Dr, Metz, 
the St, Albert veterinarian, 
will verify this. If the dog 
has to be carried, support 
the hind legs and stomach 
witi one hand and use the 
other hand to support the 
chest and front legs.
